The audi- 
ence at Battle Creek, his second 
stop, included a large propor- 
tion of votelesa school children. 
And in Grand Rapids, he ob- 
viously was thrown off stride by 
a score or so of chanting heck- 
lers—they interrupted him four 
tiroes before walking out— in an 
overflow incoor crowd of more 
than 5,000. 


"I can talk," he said, as his 


tormentors jeered, "They don't 
bother me a bit." 


But they did seem to bother 


him. 
He speeded up his delivery 


and many of the punchlines In 
his standard stump speech were 
lost oo those who had come to 
cheer him.

Little Rock Classroom Teach- 
ers Association r e j e c t e d 
Wednesday a proposal that the 
CTA help reassign individual 
teachers in keeping with faculty 
desegregation requirements im- 
posed by U.S. District Cour*. 


The 
association, 
however, 


agreed to assist in developing 
guidelines for the reassignment 
of teachers. 


Some members of the CTA 


said the organization 
should 


have a voice in reassignment 
of teachers but other objected 
vigorously to the idea of teach- 
ers helping reassign their col- 
leagues. 


The Little Rock School Dis- 


trict has until Nov. 15 to pre- 
pare a comprehensive plan for 
faculty and public desegregation 
that will abolish the dual school 
system a.id present it to Fed- 
eral Judge Gordon E. Young. 


The school bsard instructed 


Supt. Floyd w. Parsons to pre- 
pare such a plan, which would 
require reassignment of many 
teachers. 


Young suggested that the dis- 


trict reassign teachers for the 
next school year so that the ra- 
tion of white and Negro teach- 
ers in each school would be 
roughly equal to the ratio of 
white and Negro teachers em- 
ployed by the district - about 
70 per cent white and 30 per 
cent Negro.

brought ashore here today and 
unceremoniously leaded onto a 
truck for the last leg of its mo- 
mentous journey.

aboard the carrier USS Essex to 
which it had been brought after 
splashing down Tuesday in the 
Atlantic. 


There was non? of the excite- 


ment today that welcome ear- 
lier spacecraft ashore at such 
points as Kiayport, Fla., when a 
crane lifted Apollo 7, tilting it 
slightly and spilling gallons of 
water from its blackened teat 
shield. 


Officials said the Apollo 7 


could have absorbed as much as 
2,000 gallons during the short 
period it was afloat off Bermu- 
da before it was carried by heli- 
copter to the Essex.

— Navy Capt. Walter M. Schirra 
Jr., Air Force Lt. Col. Donn F. 
Eisele and civilian Walter Cun- 
ningham—was on hand today. 
They were flown Wednesday to 
Cape Kennedy.

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Capitol-Grounds Study Is Completed 


Secretory of State Kelly Bryant Presents Plan to Legislative Council 


Secretary of State Kelly Bry- 


ant today presented to the Leg- 
islative Council a look into the 
future progress for Arkansas. 
This glimpse of efficiency and 
beauty is contained in a compre- 
hensive development plan for 
the Arkansas Stale Capitol and 
grounds. The plan includes such 


pleasant additions as a visitor's 
center, a state library, and a 
natural forest and park. 


The plan itself is the result of 


a thorough two year study, but It 
is the remarkable foresight of 
the Arkansas Legislature which 
makes the plan possible. Six 
years ago, .the.vL'egislature au- 


thorized the purchase of 20 addi- 
tional acres of land, located 
west of the present Capitol 
grounds. This area consists of & 
triangular plot between the rail- 
roads and Seventh Street and 
these additional 20 acres give 
Arkansas a total of 60 acres suit- 
able for development. During 


this acquisition, the Revenue 
Building was constructed. 


In 1967, the Legislature, real' 


izing the importance of having 
an efficient, functional, comfort 
able and economical environ- 
ment for citizens conducting 
business, and the many visitors 
who come to our Capitol, author-

acres. 


Obviously, this was not a 


simple task. Months of research 
and study were necessary; re- 
search which included ttips to 
other state capitols, analysis of 
basic data on state government 
agencies, their functions and 
needs, topographic surveys, soil 
test borings, and utilities analy 
ses. 
The final comprehensive 


plan is a result of all these find- 
ings, plus a thorough study of 
all plans projected for the met- 
ropolitan area of Little Rock. 


The plan presented today to 


the Legislative Council consist- 
ed of a comprehensive report 
and two models. These models 
were constructed at the scale of 
l-inch-equals-50-feet to portray 
the 
Development Plan more 


realistically. 


The first model illustrates the 


present Capitol grounds, show- 
ing all existing buildings as well 
as new structures and improve- 
ments that are needed today. 
This model shows a new office 
building, Library-Archives Build- 
ing, completion of the Justice 
Building, additional accessible 
parking, 
adequate 
pedestrial 


walkways, a visitor's center, and 
a natural forest and park which 
may be eligible 
for federal 


grants. 


The second model projects de- 


velopment to keep pace with 
the growth of Arkansas. This 
plan for the future uses all exist- 
ing structures on the Capitol 
grounds with the exception of 
those that are of a temporary 
nature or cannot be economical- 
ly remodeled into efficient office 
space. 
New buildings, when 


needed, would be constructed in 
locations conducive to a well- 
planned and co-ordinated traffic 
system, accessible parking areas 
and decks, comfortable and safe 
pedestrian walkways and prop- 
erly co-ordinated utility services. 
Most of the proposed structures 
have parking decks below the

ingredient of the typical second- 
hand purchase is the buyer's ac- 
ceptance of extra risk. You pay less 
not only because there is less wear 
left in the article but also because 
you don't get the implied assur- 
ances that come along with some- 
thing new. 


However, even in a secondhand 


purchase, you still have a certain 
degree of protection. 


To begin with, you are entitled 


to know that the article is indeed 
secondhand. Consider this case: 


A music dealer put a used piano, 


nicely polished, on display among 
his new pianos—and an unsuspect- 
ing woman bought it. When she 
discovered the instrument was sec- 
ondhand, she sued the dealer for 
deceiving her. 


"I told her no lies," he protested 


in court. "She just failed to ask me 
whether the piano was new." 


But 
the 
court 
ruled 
in the 


woman's favor. The judge said the 
dealer had an affirmative duty to 
clear up a misunderstanding for 
which he himself was to blame. 


Besides 
information 
that 
the 


merchandise is used, you are en- 
titled also to a fair description of 
its identity. Thus: 


A man who bought a "1964 


Ford," which turned out to be a 
1963 
Ford, won damages in court— 


despite the fact that he had bought 
the car "as is." The court decided 
that "as is" does not include "as 
isn't."

Humphrey, who trails Repub- 


lican Richard M. Nixon in the 
polls in California, was given a 
boost as he started a two-day 
campaign tour of the state by 
Jesse Unruh, speaker of the Cal- 
ifornia Assembly and one of the 
state's most powerful Demo- 
crats. 


Unruh made plans to ride In a 


motorcade with Humphrey and 
Issued a statement saying Hum- 
phrey Is the candidate who 
could best reunite and reconcile 
a divided nation. 


Unruh 
had previously en- 


dorsed 
Humphrey, but two 


weeks ago he bitingly criticized 
the Johnson administration's 
domestic policy as "almost as 
complete a failure" as Its for- 
eign policy.

The national opinion polls 


show Republican Richard M. 
N i x o n running substantially 
ahead now as Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey was believed to be in 
1948. 


Democrats hope that candi- 


dates for governor and Congress 
will pull Vice President Hum- 
phrey to a plurality In closely 
contested states as some of 
them aided Truman in critical 
areas in 1948. 


One factor is the possibility 


some development might give 
Humphrey a last-minute surge, 
perhaps a Vietnam bombing 
halt that could promise some 
real progress toward peace. 


Without this, H u m p h r e y 


counts heavily on some local 
Democratic candidates to pro- 
vide him with the kind of coat- 
tail help that Adlai E. Stegen- 
son, running for governor, and 
Paul Douglas, running for the 
Senate, gave Truman In Illinois 
in 1948. 


In that year, Truman won Illi- 


nois' 28 electoral votes by a 
margin of 33,612 out of more 
than 3.9 million popular votes. 


But times and voting patterns 


have changed in Illinois and, 
perhaps even more importantly, 
elsewhere. 


The eight states Truman car- 


ried in the South 20 years ago 
gave him 99 electoral votes, pro- 
viding the margin of his 303-189 
win over Dewey. The then Dem- 
ocratic Gov. Strom Thurmond 
of "South Carolina collected 39 as 
a Dixlecrat candidate.

Thurmond, now a Republican

the battlefield produced 95 ene- 
my bodies, U.S. spokesmen 
said.

opened up by 180 tons of high 
explosives dropped by six B52 
bombers just before the ground 
force moved In. 


Allied losses were three South 


Vietnamese soldiers killed, 27 
wounded, and three U.S. Ma- 
rines wounded, spokesmen said. 


The fighting was in coastal 


marshlands in the southern half 
of the DMZ, four miles above 
Gio Linh, the eastern anchor of 
a string of allied bases along the 
northern frontier. 


The U.S. Command said the 


joint task force pulled out of the 
DMZ at dusk Wednesday. But 
U.S. Marines and troopsTfrom 
ihe U.Sly Army's 5th Meebjjnized 
'Division' •vtere 'still sweepingfthe 
southern half of the DMZ far- 
ther west. 


About 75 miles to the south, 


below Hue, North Vietnamese 
troops ambushed a unit of 
American paratroopers from 
the 101st Airborne Division. The 
North Vietnamese attacked with 
machine guns, recoilless rifles 
and claymore mines, wounding 
15 of the Americans. The para- 
troopers fought their way out 
without a fatality and reported 
killing three of the 12 enemy sol- 
diers. 


On the Ca Mau Peninsula at
